Response to Amendment 
The following is in response to the amendment filed on September 13, 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Eesley et al (US 4,637,862). Eesley discloses forming V-grooves in coated glass substrates. 
Figure 2 shows a laser beam scoring a coated glass substrate, thereby forming a V-groove as 
shown in Figure 4. The laser beam traverses the glass substrate. According to the embodiment 
described in column 3, lines 18-27, the glass is coated with a paste, and then scored by focusing 
the laser directly onto the paste. If the glass is transparent, the laser is directed through the 
underside of the glass. In either case, the laser is focused on the paste, not the glass surface, 
therefore is focused outside the glass substrate. In the former case, the laser is focused outside 
and above the glass substrate (or alternatively the glass is below the focus of the laser). The 
angles of the sides of the V-groove clearly fall between 30-120 degrees. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 5, 6, 14, 15, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 12 is allowed. 

Reasons for allowability of claims were presented in previous office actions.
